2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record teaches an squeezed application device comprising a tubular body; a 
rotating seat connected thereto; a pushing rod; a bottom ratchet member with a spring; 
a positioning rod protruded outward from the bottom section of the rotating seat, 
wherein the cross section of the positioning rod is similar to a hollow slot of the pushing 
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rod such that the positioning rod is allowed to be inserted into the slot; a material outlet 
end plug mounted at the top end of the tubular body, the end plug having an outlet edge 
elastically engaged with a spherical shape valve plate so as to seal the entire outlet 
edge, the valve plate having a plurality of through holes forming into a passage for the 
squeezed material, the outer side is covered with a cap having net hole, through the net 
hole and the hollow interior, together with a sponge surface layer on the cap, the 
rotating seat will drive the pushing rod upward to squeeze out the cosmetic lotion/cream 
and in turn move the valve plate upward to squeeze the material, when the pressure is 
larger that the elasticity of the arch-face of the valve plate, the valve plate will be 
deformed and the squeezing operation is achieved.
